Plans for the layout of the 
California state hospital that 
will be ‘constructed southeast of 
Porterville are practically com- 
pleted, with most buildings al- 
ready spotted, according to Har- 
ry Johnson, assemblyman from 
the 36th district, who returned 
to Porterville this week follow- 
ing special legislative Meetings 
in Sacramento last week. 

Mr. Johnson states that archi- 
tects are working on _ hospital 
building plans in order that bids 
may be called for. It will prob- 
ably be from three to four 
months however before bids are 
asked, Mr. Johnson says. 

The state hospital is not to be 
confused with the Sierra View 
district hospital that is under 
consideration locally, since there 
is no connection between the two 
projects. 

Concerning other matters of 
local interest, Mr. Johnson re- 
ports that the state of California 
has ordered a survey on four 
possible routes for highway 65 
through this community. No de- 
cision has been made by the state 
as to which route will be used, 
and the decision will not be made 
until after surveys are com- 
pleted, Mr. Johnson declares 

There is a strong possibility 
that the Morehouse spring fish 
hatchery may be allotted addi- 
tional funds, Mr. Johnson stated, 
with $20,000 allotted last year

Final Cotton Total Runs 30,634 Bales; 
Increased Acreage Seen For Next Season 


Final cotton total for the 1947 
1948 season in the Woodville, 
Poplar, Porterville area ran 30,- 
634 bales, according to figures 
given by local gins this week, 
with a breakdown showing the 
Tule River Cooperative Gin, Inc., 
with 12,450 bales; The San Joa- 
quin Cotton Oil company gin at 
Woodville, 6,966 bales; the 
Woodville Gin Inc., 6,298 bales 
and the San Joaquin Cotton Oil 
company gin at Cotton Center, 
4,920 bales. 

Indications at present point to- 
ward an increased: acreage in 
this district for the 1948-49 sea- 
son. and predictions of a record- 
breaking acreage are being made 
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for California, which is now fifth 
ranking cotton state in the na- 
tion. 
NEW STRAIN 

Being anticipated also is a 
considerable acreage increase in 
the new Acala 4-42 strain, which 
was tried by a number of. grow- 


ers on an experimental basis 
during the past season. 
Looking at cotton from the 


world standpoint, the crop for 
the 1947-48 season is being est- 
imated at 26.1 million bales by 
the bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

This figure represents a 20 per

From ballistics point of view, 
the true zero of a rifle is that 
setting of the rear sight at which 
the line of sight and line of de- 
parture of the bullet (or in other 
words, the bore) are parellel. 
With a new rifle, or new sight, 
this setting should be determin- 
ed, and then set the zero mark- 
ing of the micrometer rear sight 
to correspond. 

Once this zero is known, one 
can look on certain ballistics 
tables, for the particular cart- 
ridge he wants to use, and find 
how to set the sight for any par- 
ticular range. The sight setting 
is given in terms of minutes of 
angle; a minute of angle equals 
one inch at one-hundred yards, 
two inches at two-hudred, etc. 


‘All modern sights are calibrated 


in terms of this minute angle; 
or in other words, usually 
one click of the rear sight equals 
one-quarter minute of change. 

To get back to the zero of a 
rifle, and how to determine this; 
the true zero is usually deter- 
mined at 12 and one-half yards, 
to eliminate the gravity coef- 
ficient. By trail and error, and 
prone, we sight the rifle so that 
the bullets strike the target a 
distance below the point of aim 
exactly equal to the distance be- 
tween the bore and the line of 
sight. 

This is rather hard to do: 
Colonel Townsend Whelen sug- 
gests, from a practical point of 
view, to zero the rifle to hit the 
point of aim at the shortest 
range at which that rifle will 
be shot. With a .22 long-rifle 
this will be 50 feet; with a high- 
power, center-fire it probably 
would be 100 yards. With this 
practical zero setting of sights 
known, we can then determine 
from the proper tables what set- 
ting to use at other ranges (or, 
approximately so).

Citrus Acreage 
Up From 282,100 
To 848,000 Acres 


If there is any doubt about 
citrus acreage increasing, the 
following figures, from the bur- 
eau of agricultural economics, 
United States Department of 
Agriculture, should dispel them: 


In 1919, United States citrus 
acerage was 282,100 acres; in 
1947 the figure had jumped to 
848,000 acres, with orange trees, 
including tangerines, making up 
about 68 per cent of the total 
bearing acreage; grapefruit a- 
bout 23 per cent; lemons, eight 
per cent and limes, .5 per cent. 


California tops the nation in 
navel orange and lemon pro- 
duction while Florida has pra- 
ctically al] commercial tangerine 
and lime plantings. Florida has 
46 per cent of the grapefruit 
acreage and Texas 40 per cent 
while valencia oranges are pro- 
duced commercially in all orange 
areas of the nation. 

In 1919, Texas and Arizona 
each had less than 1,000 acres 
of bearing-age citrus trees. Tex- 
as now has 113,000 acres and 
Arizona about 20,000 acres of 
bearing-age trees.

301,000. 

Egypt’s 1947 crop, estimated 
at 1,262,000 bales, represents a 
small increase above last year’s 
estimate of 1,252,000.

Werner said that under . 
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Cattlemen Are 
Warned To Watch 
Breeding Stock 


By Robert H. Anderson 
Assistant Farm Advisor 


Last year cattlemen sent to 
slaughter more animals than the 
number of calves produced. This 
means producers have been re- 
ducing their breeding herds; 
many have also reduced the qual- 
ity of their breeding herds for 
the future, 


The demand for calves has 
caused producers to sell the 
heavier and more growthy heif- 
ers as they come off the range. 
This means the ones that are 
smaller are kept for replacements 
in the herd. Such calves are of- 
ten from poor milking mothers 
and will only tend to perpetu- 
ate poor milk production in the 
cow herd.

1.—Select well developed heif- 
ers of good type for herd replace- 
ment, and then use the best bulls 
you can afford. 

2.—Feed for continuous 
growth and maximum economic 
weight for the age. Supplement 
where necessary to get the great- 
est gain from range and Pasture. 
This wil] also conserve our grain 
resources. 

3.—-Prevent loss through con- 
trol of disease and parasites, 

4.—Follow good Management 
practices.

Of Various Crops 


Occasionally there has been se- 
yere damage done to honey bee 
colonies by the untimely appli- 
cation of various insecticides to 
spuit flowers when they are in 
full bloom. There is no need for 
creating this hazard if the spray 
ehemicals are applied at the 
recommended time says A. D. 
Rizzi, assistant farm advisor in 
Tulare county. 

Lead arsenate, one of the 
most serious sources of bee poi- 
soning is not recommended to be

THE FARM 
varieties are in bloom, Peach 
twig borer or peach worm con- 
trol can best be had by the use 
of lead arsenate, four pounds 
per hundred gallons of spray, 
before the buds open while the 
trees are dormant. The second 
period or using lead arsenate on 
peaches is just after the flower 
petals have dropped and the 
flowers no longer hold any at- 
traction for the bees. The next 
or third period of lead arsenate 
application would be’during the 
first and second week of May. 


The contro] program for cod- 
ling moth or for apple worms 
calls for applications of Lead Ar- 
senate 4 pounds per 100 gallons 
of spray; or DDT, 1% pounds of 
wetable powder per 100 gallons 
of water. DDT should be applied 
when practically all of the flow- 
er petals are off. A second appli- 
cation will need to be made in 
from 17 to 21 days after the 
first application. “Here again, 
says Rizzi, regardless of what 
program is used for apple worm 
control there appears to be no 
need for applying any of the 
insecticides at a time when fruit 
blossoms are in full bloom, pro- 
vided the recommended practice 
of the College of Agriculture is 
followed.” 


Many fruit growers are entire- 


ly dependant on bees, flies and_ 


other insects for pollination of 
their crops. They should there- 
fore do everything possible to en- 
courage bee keepers to remain in 
the proximity of their orchards 
during the blooming period. How 
ever it should be kept in mind 
that not all varieties of fruit 
require cross pollination. Some 
of them are self fertile and there 
is no need for bees to carry poll- 
en from other fruit varieties. 
However, before fruit grow- 
ers feel that they can get along 
without bees it would be well for
